have reccived a true and infallible 
Narative of the great and bloudy fight, 
between Prince Rupert and Gen: Blague, 
Admiral for the' Parhament of England, 
the manner thus,” Gen. Blaque having 
received intellizence of Prince Kuperts 
ſailing towards the Coalt of Spain, with 
a Reſolution - to' ſurprize the Malligo 
Fleet, both for England, Ictt no means 
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unattempted, for the preventing his deſign, bur 
it ſo fell cut, that before he could come up to 
ſecure them, they were all ſurprized by the E.. 
nemy ; infomuch-, that Prince Ruperts pride 
was foexceedingly heightned, that he eee 
dI'dam him , Blaque ſhould never return to 
Enpland alive, but chat he would baye him, 
within adayes time; eitheralive or dead ,- and 
was now rcelolved to fight him, in order where- 
uato,gaveour, that each Ship fhould prepara 
for battery , forthat he had received informati- 
on ,, that the Engliſh Fleet were within fix. 
Leagues of them; which indeed; he ſoon found- 
to be truth, for within two hours time, they 
diſcovered leveral SaiFot Ships making tyuwargs 
them, and with a ProſpeQive-Glaſle diſcovered 
the'Engliſh Colours, which did'not alinledane 
the courage of this vanting Printe: inſomuch, 
that he ſeemed to decline Engagement , and 
with a-half Gale, endeavoured to make from 
them,; whereupon, Gen. Blaque with all haſte 
rmade aftcy to:them , and divine providence fo 
decreed his expedition , that by a fair Gale of 
wind”, . he ſoon came-wichin Canyon ſhot of 
tte; their Rear-Admiral the Convertive, and. 
with ihe Eogliſh Viee- Admiral , pave them a 
broad fide, Prince Rupert anſwered with ano- 
oy & rc NL ther, 
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ther Volley, and' ſeggnded the firft'with ewo 
broad ſides from the: Swallow , ale: which, 
the reſt ofthe Fleets came'n.cach-other; in», / 
fomuch-, that divers timesthey vyere uponthe' 
motion of grapliag and boarding , the Diſpute:

Then came up General Blaque with the Bonedtenture, 
and Confant-Warwich, preſenting three broad fides,gi- 
ving a Vollcy from threeſcore piece of O ehabcerwhch 
was well taken,and again anſwer'd ; till arthe 1aft; the 
Elizabeth Frigat,carrying torty picce of Canon, came in 
by the leeward, and having relolutely difchatgedall her 
Guns againſt once of.
